The overturning of Inez 
Garcia’s conviction last Mar. 4 
took on an unexpected local 
flavor when it was learned that 
SAC student Yvonne Moranda 
was involved in the case, both 
personally and professionally. 

Moranda, who is a full time 
policewoman with the Santa 
Ana Police Department and 
possesses an A.A. degree in 
Police Science, was one of the 
interrogating officers in March, 
1974 when Garcia was accused 
of fatally shooting Miguel 
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Jiminez, after he helped another 
man rape her. 


“| was called at one o'clock 
in the morning to come down to 
the station and interrogate Inez 
Garcia,” said Moranda, who at 
the time was working in 
Monterey County. “It shocked 
me that she could do such a 
thing because she was a personal 
friend of mine for two years.” 

At Garcia's first trial, 
Moranda was called to testify 
three times because Garcia later 
contended that she was raped. 


testified, she received a phone 
call telling her to leave town. 
She grabbed a .22-caliber rifle 
and left her house where she 
confronted her assailants a few 
blocks away. She stated that she 
shot Jiminez only after he threw 
a knife at her. 

The original jury convicted 
Garcia and she spent 19 months 
in prison before she was granted 
a retrial.

at the retrial that a witness 
explained that he helped Garcia 
tear her blouse to simulate a 
struggle.

ASB card serves 
‘diversified’ SAC

Around the SAC campus, it is occasionally heard that the ASB 
card is a waste of money, or a ‘rip-off,’ but apparently students are 
unaware that ASB card holders are not the only recipients of 
benefits from the proceeds of card sales. 

Student Activities Director Don McCain acknowledged that the 
athletic events and dances funded by ASB card sales are ‘geared for 
the 18 and 19-year-old, full-time day students . . . even though the 
median age for the total enrollment is 28.” 

Speaking about older students, McCain said, ‘“Four-fifths of the 
students coming here fall into that category.” However, ASSAC 
provides many services for the older students, even those who do not 
purchase an ASB card, according to the activities director. 

He said, ‘We attempt to develop a diversified program that will 
provide benefits to as diversified a group as we can. By failing to put 
heat on people to buy the card, we fail to inform people of the total 
program.” 

McCain continued, “The vital question is: where does financial 
support come from for activities and student programs? No funds 
come from the district, the snack bar, food sales, etc., and we cannot 
use tax dollars for student activities, so at SAC student government 
and activities are totally funded by the sale of ASB cards.” 

ASB cards proceeds provide for all students the new legal aid 
clinic, the reserve text section in the library, campus maps and 
student handbooks. ASB cards also help finance the Forensics team 
and Drama Department, and el DON is partly funded by ASSAC. 

The ASB barbecue lunches are free to card-holders. Other 
students pay 10 cents to eat, but according to McCain, ASSAC 
subsidizes that activity because a dime does not cover the cost of a 
hot dog in a bun, accompanied by potato salad and punch. “It’s 
mostly for publicity,” he said. 

ASB card sales pay for the student concerts and some lectures. 
McCain said, “We hope to get Alex Haley (author of Roots). He 
charges $4,500 -- just for a lecture!” 

Benefits geared towards the older ASB card holder include 
discounts for the Child Development Center, Let’s Dine Out cards, 
Orange County Transit District services, tires at ‘Mr. C’ and 
insurance programs. 

Fullerton College requires that students participating in certain 
activities buy an ASB card. “Fullerton may have the right idea,” 
McCain grinned. “You'll have as good a program as you have money 
to pay for and help to promote. Still, our total program here has 
been extremely successful.”’ 

McCain feels that ASSAC will continue to fund all student 
activities, and does not foresee the purchase of ASB cards becoming 
mandatory in the near future. ‘‘We will continue to have services and 
programs for everyone, including non-members,” he said. “I think 
this is the way to go.”

Alpha Gamma Sigma (AGS) has its new officers 
and is now getting down to the business of the 
semester. 

New President Leslie Nelson, a 29-year-old 
anthropology major, is enthusiastic about the club 
and its activities. “Upcoming is ‘Country Fair,’ 
which will take place May 11 and 12,” she said. 

‘We will have a paper plane contest .. . the 
planes will probably be shot from the top of 
Phillips Hall.

Describing AGS aims, she said, “AGS is 
designed to promote scholarship and to recognize 
scholastic performance, but we also feel it should 
be a service club for the campus and community.” 

To qualify for the AGS scholarship and the 


Outstanding Service Award, members must 
accumulate 15 hours of service to the campus or 
community. 

Service credit is given for participation in 
student government, ASSAC elections, volunteer 
work in the community, forensic involvement, 
donation to the blood drive and other activities. 

Some students have trouble filling out 
scholarship applications, according to Nelson, and 
AGS may help those people. ‘‘We have talked 
about having a seminar to fill out scholarship 
applications,” she said. 

To qualify for initial membership, in AGS, a 
student must have a GPA of 3.0 or better, with 12 
semester units accumulated. To be a continuing 
member, the 3.0 GPA must be maintained. If the 
GPA falls below that level, and remains above 2:5; 
a grace period of one semester is allowed.

Students across campus were asked for their 
opinions on the recent legislation that will bring 
capital punishment back into the California penal 
system. 

“Yes, I'm in favor of capital punishment,” 
replied Sandy McGregor, child development major. 
“i don't think | could sit on a jury and condemn a 
person to die because | would feel responsible for 
their death. The death penalty is a positive 
deterrent to people who willingly go out and 
commit capital offenses. The possibility of sending 
a person to their death would be a deterrent to the 
jurors who sit in judgment. A juror would tend to 
weigh all the facts very carefully before making 
any hasty decision.” 


Liberal arts major Cindy Whipple said, ‘‘Why 
don't they make up their minds?

Anybody, 
whether he knows anything 
about guns or not, can pick one 
up and use it. If angry enough, 
people fire shots they will feel 
guilty about later.

ASSAC’s ‘political move 
gives SAC legal aid plan 


If you Tre a member of the SAU community and happen to have 
legal problems, help has finally arrived. 

ASSAC has offered free legal consultation from 11 a.m.-3 p.m. 
every Thursday in the Senate Chambers to all at SAC. 

el DON commends ASSAC for the actions that formed the legal 
aid clinic. SAC is one of the last community colleges to organize this 
kind of set-up, and it’s about time. 

Dennis Carey is the consulting lawyer for the clinic, and his law 
offices also serve East Los Angeles and Los Angeles Valley Colleges. 

Besides four hours of free advice a week, the plan includes 
discount rates outside legal fees. You would be billed $25 an hour 
for Carey's services, which is about half the usual fee. 

Thursday, March 10, was the first day the clinic blueprint was 
actually put to test. Approximately 15 people took advantage of the 
no-cost program. 

Carey said the counseling given that particular day dealt mostly 
with landlord/tenant hassles and a bit of criminal advice. 

A 24-hour phone number will also be available for those who fina 
themselves in a predicament at strange hours. Carey explained tha 
he would not usually go anywhere due to a call in the middle of the 
night, unless it was an emergency, but would still provide guidance 
over the phone if possible. 

Don McCain, activities director, said this program was partly set 
up with the hope of increasing sales for ASB cards. 

Although students are not required to own an ASB card to 
receive legal aid benefits, McCain believes the program will 
demonstrate what the card can do if enough monies are allocated. 

As it is now, the $10 ASB card, to the majority of students, is 
related to discounts on sports events and dances. = 

The median age of the SAC student is somewhere in the mid-20’s, 
and consequently, many students are not interested in the discount 
prices. 

McCain acknowledged the legal plan as a “good political move,” 
but mentioned a possible financial crisis if ASB card sales failed to 
increase. 

el DON fee/s this is the right approach in dealing with low card 
sales. A wide spectrum of services will obviously attract a wider 
speg trum of students. 


Calendar year compressed

Dean Harold Bateman, “to have only nait tne 
faculty work in the gym at registration.” 
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SAC’s 1977-78 academic calendar, which the 
RSCCD Board of Trustees approved last Monday, 
is not radically different from this year’s, but there 
have been changes. 

This year’s calendar was sharply criticized by 
faculty members as too cumbersome. The new 
schedule has been compressed somewhat. 

Dr. Bettye Lewis, president of the Faculty 
Senate, said that much of the faculty, but not all, 
is satisfied with the new calendar. 

Drastic changes must await new laws which 
could arise from a program of various 
experimental calendars now in use at six California 
community colleges. Legislation could come as 
early as next year. 

‘We put off some of the requests that we had 
on the basis of (possible ) changes in legislation on 
these experimental calendars,” Lewis said. 

Still, the number of faculty work-days has been 
reduced from 184 to 182 and faculty involvement 
in student registration was cut considerably. 

“I’ve been given the ‘okay,” said Admissions 


This was made possible by use of a more direct 
method to register new full-time students. 
Bateman announced Tuesday that a new student 
enrolling in over six units can get counseling, 
choose classes, pay fees and complete registration 
in one visit by use of on-line computer terminals 
starting next year. 

This is a “super” system according to Dr. Neal 
Rogers, associate dean of counseling. 

“It makes sense,” Rogers said. “From a 
counseling standpoint; it allows me to use my staff 
as effectively as possible. | think from a student 
standpoint, they will really appreciate it.” 

Rogers backed up this belief with the results of 
a questionnaire given to a pilot group of new 
students who registered “on-line” last January. 
Support was overwhelming. 

The new calendar also reduces the semester 
break from a full week to three school days (plus 


the weekend) as a means to allow school to finish 
earlier in June.

tyrannized by firearms

The need for strict gun control in 
America is becoming increasingly 
apparent every day. 

Recent incidents in which individuals 
were taken as hostages at gun-point by a 
person or group who didn't have 
everything exactly their wav is the most 
overwhelming example. 

During 1968, the annual output of 
handguns was 568,000. In 1974, the 
number increased to 2.5 million, and in 
1976, three million new handguns 
entered the market. The once two-car 
family of America is slowly becoming a 
two-gun household. 

Firearms are the cause of over 25,000 
American deaths each year, and the 
primary reason is because of the easy 
availability of such a baneful tool. 


One argument against any legislation 
oncerning gun control rests on- the 
Second Amendment, which states, ‘A 

ell regulated militia being necessary to 
he security of a free state, the right of 
he people to keep and bear arms shall 
not be infringed.” However, the U.S. 
Supreme Court has stated more than once 
hat this amendment does not pertain to 
the personal ownership of guns, but to 
the states’ right to organize a militia. 
Even if it was our founders’ wish to keep 
all of America’s people armed, it would 
shock them to see how guns oppress the 
US today. 

Opponents attack the gun control 
issue with the familar phrase, “Guns do 
not kill, people do.” Their. assumption is 
that severe punishment for gun abusers 
will deter violent crime, and therefore, 
gun control laws are not necessary. 


Firearms are the cause of over 
25.000 deaths each year. 


This is pure nonsense. The majority of 
murders are done in amoment of passion 
and rage, and guns are usually the weapon 
involved. This is so because no other 
weapon is as accurate or utile. The 
fatality rate of knife wounds is 
approximately one-fifth that of 
gun-wounds. 

For over 50 years, Great Britain has 
had strict gun control. During 1976, 
England and Wales, with a population of 
50 million, had only 107 murders, ‘while 
Los Angeles had 517 homicides during 
the year. 


In 1973, the handgun murder rate in 
America led the world. It was 62 times 
the rate in Japan, Scotland, the 
Netherlands and Great Britain, 31 times 
the rate in France, Sweden, Switzerland 
and Denmark and 20 times the rate in 
Italy, New Zealand and Germany, all 
countries with strict gun control. These 
Statistics alone provide the evidence that 
the U.S. is the misguided exception.

Anyone who objects to this ‘hassle’ 


may be. inviting their own death. 


Many people are opposed to gun 
controls because of the cumbersome 
requirements for registration of weapons 
and ammunition. Anyone who objects to 
this “hassle” may be inviting their own 
death. Strict gun registration will assist in 

. the disarmament of anyone who fails to 
register his gun or apply for a license. 


Why would the law-abiding citizen 
hesitate to go through these procedures if 
he plans to use the gun properly. There is 
only one reason -- an act of crime, 
whether it be suicide, murder, robbery or 
kidnapping. 

It has been said that to limit the 
supply of guns enough to reduce violence 
cannot be done by gun controls. 


Besides statistics from other countries 
that already impose strict firearm laws, 
there is the example of President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. In June, 1934, Roosevelt 
signed the National Firearms Act, which 
made it unlawful ‘or civilians to own 
machineguns. Since .hen, the machinegun 
has become virtually extinct in America. 
In a civilized country such as our own, it 
is quite evident that machineguns have no 
practical place within our borders. 
“Saturday Night Specials” and other 
easily concealed weapons are also 
unworthy in today’s complex society. 


The gun has played a major role in the 
formation of America, and if not 
reevaluated soon, it may lead to her 
destruction. 


It is realized that law-abiding citizens 


should have the freedom to own firearms, ` 


but on the other hand, there are others 
who should have the freedom to walk the 
streets at night or simply live a 
comfortable life without the fear of dying 
at gun-point.

Husband shoots estranged wife! Man 
killed cleaning gun! These newspaper 
headlines are meant to invoke your 
emotions. But is death by gun-fire more 
deadly than choking on a piece of meat? 
Is a small child better off drowning in a 
bathtub or being accidently killed with a 
gun? One is certainly more an emotional 
issue than the other, but the results are 
the same. 

The massive and well.financed anti-gun 
lobby hopes to disarm the law-abiding 
citizens of this nation by playing on their 
emotions. 

This country has a long and proud 
history of practical and beneficial uses of 
guns. We would today be paying homage 
to Queen Elizabeth II, instead of 
President Carter, if it were not for guns. 

But the anti-gun lobby would like you 
to believe that husbands would not stab 


_their wives with a knife, criminals would 


say “Please” instead of using an illegal 
gun and would-be suicide victims would 
change their minds after the powerful 
lobby has successfully disarmed American 
citizens.

Many of those 
confiscation see the question as a 
constitutional issue. The Second 
Amendment to the Constitution states, 
“A well regulated Militia, being necessary 
to the security of a free State, the right of 
the people to keep and bear arms shall 
not be infringed.” 

Many Americans logically interpret 
this to mean that is legal to own a gun. 
But the influential anti-gun lobby, with 
it’s very liberal interpretation, claims that 
the Second Amendment really means that 
is’s okay for soldiers to have guns during 
a war. 

What the zealous gun prohibitionists 
fail to mention is that the Ninth 
Amendment also gives the people ‘’ ‘The 
right to bear arms.’ ” 

Our country already has precise and 
exacting gun control laws. According to 
the Santa Ana office of the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms (ATF), 
Public Law 90-618 is the most restrictive 
gun control law to date. Enacted on Oct. 
22, 1968, the Gun Control Act of 1968 
set up a system of licensing dealers and 
restricting the sale of firearms. 

Local legislators seem unanimous in 
their opposition to gun control by the 
government.

Assemblyman Richard Robinson 
(D-Santa Ana) said, “I! am totally 
opposed to restricting firearms ownership 
and to registration of firearms. Instead, 
let's deal firmly with those who. misuse 
the right to own a gun.”

(R-Newport Beach), a former Special 
Agent for the FBI, said, “I have been and 
shall continue to be a supporter of 


criminal control, not of gun control.”

A constitutional issue 

John G. hmitz, political science 
instructor at SAC and former United 
States Congressman, has long been a foe 
of the anti-gun do-gooders. 

Many of those crusading to seize guns 
from law-abiding citizens point with pride 
toward England. Not only, are English 
citizens unarmed, but the police carry no 
guns and must make a special trip to the

police station to obtain one. 

Of course crime still thrives in Merry 
Old England, and guns are still used by 
criminals. 

It should be noted that England’s 
strict gun control laws apply in Northern 
Ireland. But has the blood of Protestants 


and Irish Republican Army supporters 
stopped running in the streets of Belfast? 


Switzerland, like England, has a very 
low homicide rate. But Switzerland also 
has the world’s highest per capita firearms 
Possession. Do guns kill people or do 
people kill people? It would seem that 
people do. 


While England is one country that has 
strong gun control laws, the coercive 
anti-gun lobby is conspicuously silent 
about other countries with similar laws. 
Those countries include Albania, 
Cambodia, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, East 
Germany, Uganda, Rumania, the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics and the 
People’s Republics of: Angola, Bulgaria, 
China, Hungary, Korea, Mongolia, Poland 
and Vietnam. Do we really want to turn 
over our guns to the government? 


The issue at hand is not guns. It is 
much more important than that. It is an 
issue that we all believe in, but rarely 
defend. It is the most important word in 
the English language. It is freedom.

Quickly the events unwind, and so does Jenny. Finally, in the bed 
of a would-be lover, her troubles culminate in a hysterical outburst 
during which she alternately laughs and cries and goes over the edge. 


Bergman's mastery over film comes to the fore as he blends a 
number of dream sequences into Jenny’s recovery process in a 
hospital. Jenny painfully comes to the realization that a strict 
childhood and an unsatisfying marriage have bound her into 
madness. 

It is impossible to relate on paper the intensity of Miss Ullman’s 
performance. Seeing Face To Face, however, will convince the 
viewer that for any other actress to win this year’s Oscar would truly 
be madness.

Some people are-born assertive while others 
must learn to practice assertion. The following are 
some of the rules used by assertiveness training 
instructors.

Students must be sure to specify the changes 
needed.

They are never to be afraid to express their 
feelings. Recognizing the other person’s viewpoint 
is essential but one is never to become apologetic.

“A lot of women censor themselves because 
they're afraid of negative reactions,” states Dr. 
Cheryl Richer, assistant professor at the University 
of Washington's School of Social Work, in Ms 
Magazine. 


Women may suffer from  unassertiveness 
because early in their youth they learned how to 
give in, theoretically in preparation for their roles 
as wives, according to psychological praction in 
Changing Times Magazine.
